COMMAND CONTROL AND COMMUNICATION 



Command and control of the rescue effort required the estab- 
lishment of a highly reliable, secure system from- the National 
Command Authority to the Joint Task Force Headquarters (and alter- 
nates) and from that location to deployed elements. 

The system was tailored to the unique operations requirements 
and. exercised extensively. The training program the JTF developed 
and implemented allowed the simulation and testing of the command and 
control networks in a very realistic environment. Effective command 
and control could have been exercised in the event of plan execution 
as early as late Novembeif 1979. . The fact that execution was not 
effected y however, allowed responsible individuals several months 
in which to test a variety of techniques, procedures and equipments. 
Thus, by the time the rescue plan was implemented high confidence had 
been attained in overall system reliability, security, and respon- 
siveness to operational needs. 

The concept of operations provided for a chain of command from 
the NCA thrulthe CJCS direct to Hq JTF, and from the JTF to deployed

The systems were in every case secure and redundant. Reliance 
was primarily on satellite media, backed up by HF/SSB. Codewords 
were provided for personnel, events, and locations for use in both 
secure and non-secure modes and to reduce broadcast signatures. 
Force elements used no fixed communications; all equipments were 
mobile and portable. These latter factors significantly reduced our 
power available due to weight constraints and dictated the devel- 
opment of a highly disciplined system relying on the UHF satellites.

X. -(D/ftorOW ' klNIN T EL) "A release of all 52 of the hostages at 
any time prior to 1 February appears unlikely. Although domestic 
support within Iran for a release has grown since the war began 
in September, any move to return the hostages remains highly 
vulnerable to a last minute spoiling action by any of a number 
of key individuals or groups. It does seem possible, however, 
that during the Christmas holidays a limited number of hostages 
might be released as a humanitarian gesture. The likelihood of 
such a gesture would increase if negotiations between Iran and 
the US on Tehran's public demands are proceeding well from the 
Iranian perspective. By 1 February It appears highly possible 
that many of the hostages, possibly all but eight or ten, will 
be returned. Those hostages which Iran has charged with 
espionage are unlikely to be released until: (1) all of Iran's 
public demands including a return of the former monarch's wealth 
and a complete release of Iranian assets are met; (2) Tehran 
receives some type of assurance from the new US administration 
that Iran will not be subjected to any sort of political, 
economic, or military reprisals for seizing t)ie American 
diplomats; and (3) Iraq withdraws Its forces from all Iranian 
territory. Concerning the last point, any significant defeat 
by Iranian forces in the current -conflict would probably 
precipitate a major government crisis In Tehran. Political 
moderates and the military would press even harder for a 
release of the hostages as a means of gaining access to Western 
arms and equipment. They would be opposed by radical clerics 
who would advocate drastic action — such as a trial of the 
hostages and/or military/terrorist strikes against Arab and 
European governments which they perceive as having supported 
Iraq. The outcome of such a crisis remains problematic at best. 




2, ism»&WSSXm^) The Iranians would gain maximum propaganda value 
from any partial release. World reaction to a Christmas release would 
be favorable; therefore. Iran could be expected to attempt to achieve 
maximum propaganda value from such a humanitarian gesture before 
releasing other hostages. The Iranian's may also reason that by 
releasing some of the hostages while the current administration is 
still in office, they will be able to deal with the new administration 
on fresh terms. This would ease the way to have economic sanctions 
lifted by the European Community, thereby relieving a growing require- 
ment for certain economic and military/industrial goods. If no release 
occurs on or before the end of January, the next logical period would 
be just prior to the 20/21 March 81 Iranian New Year. Traditionally, 
this is a time when one settles debts and cancels out old requirements 
In preparation for the new year. 

3 lran(\rf)m/\mnJrr^ ah available evidence indicates that the hostages 
remain' under the physical control of the student militants, although 
the Iranian government now ostensibly has the authority to arrange for 
their repatriation. We expect the hostages to remain under the control of 
their captors until such a time as they are handed over at the airport to 
whatever party has actually arranged for their transportation out of 
Iran. Any of several "neutral" parties could be called upon to make such 
arrangements including: (1) international organizations such as the Red 
Cross or the UN; (2) friendly Muslim countries like Syria or Algeria; or 
(3) "neutral" countries such as Sweden, Switzerland, or Austria,

1. JJiST Pursuant* to NCA direction of 28 April 1980, 
Joint Task Force 1-79 began on 1 May to rebuild and prepare 
various military forces for another rescue effort. Since 
that time and continuing unabated to date, the men of JTF 
79-1, and many elements of the military Services and 
DOD agencies have invested substantial time, effort, personnel, 
equipment, and funds to reconstitute the force and improve 
its capabilities," These goals have essentially been acconqp- 
lished, DOD capabilities today are several fold more 
redundant and reliable than .last April.

Libyan protestors demonstrating in support of 
the Iranian militants and Iran's Islamic Republic 
set fire to the U.S. Embassy in Tripoli. There 
was apparently no attem pt t o take hostages. The 
demonstration was clearly not a spontaneous under- 
taking and had definitely received 'official sanction 
However, whether the Libyan government truly ^ 
intended for the embassy to be attacked remains 
unclear. 

The Iranian constitutional referendum was held on 
2-3 December. The Referendum served to legitimize 
the position already held by Khomeini on a defacto 
basis. Article 110 established the position of a 
supreme religious leader who is also Commander-in- 
Chief of the Armed Forces. In addition, he has the 
authority to remove the elected president and 
to declare war with the approval of a Council of 
Guardians which is appointed by him. 

Iraqi-Iranian problems again flared as Iranian 
Revolutionary Guards seized an Iraqi school in 
Khorramshahr and arrested the staff. Iran accused 
the school of involvement in sabotage operations. 
On 9 December, another Iraqi school, in Ahvaz, 
was also closed. An exchange was arranged after 
Iraq had retaliated by , arresting several Iranian 
teachers. The situation cfihtinued to worsen, 
however, and on 14 December, heavy Iraqi artillery 
shelling of Iran's western provinces was reported. 
Additionally, some 100 Iraqi infiltrators crossed 
the frontier into Iran under the cover of Iraqi 
nortor barrages. A later report stated that after 
a penetration of 5 kilometers, the Iraqis had 
retreated and calm had been restored.

• Al^*^GENERALl ON A NOVEMBER 1579 MEMBERS OF AN IRANIAN STUDENT GROUP 
SWARMED ON TO THE US EMBASSY COMPOUND IN TEHRAN, TOOK THE EMBASSY 
EMPLOYEES HOSTAGE AND STATED THEY WOULD HOLD THE EMPLOYEES HOSTAGE 
UNTIL THE USG RETURNED THE SHAH TO IRAN FOR TRIAL. THE TAKE OVER

UNDETERMINED NUMBER OF IRANIAN AND 3RD COUNTRY CITIZENS WERE INITIALLY 
naO, SHORTLY AFTER THE TAKE OVER THE IRANIAN PERSONNEL WERE 
RELEASED.

The use 
Slfi ll^il^t te»'''<tor1«V waters of any Arab state would imply that 
either the US has no respect fbr the independence of that state or even 
worse, that the state In Question has cooperated with an outside force 
in an attack against a fellow Islamic nation. Therefbre, despite possible 
private feelings of suppjbri for the US. action, any such state interested 
in maintaining its strong Islanric credentials will be required to condemn 
the us action. The same requirement to maintain strong Islamic credentials 
will prompt negative public reaction from -the other Arab states. At 
least ti|0 other factors will determirie the degree of the private reaction. 
Although Arab leaders would not wish to be considered in any way a party 
to such an operation against Iran, they would most likely be upset If 
they did not receive official US notlficatien of such an operation at 
least as ft was being launched. The emotional response would also expect- 
edly be keyed to the nature and extent of damage or inJuHes incurred by 
Iran as a result of the operation. 

VP/ (5/NOfOKN) Despite the fact that Arab leaders can be expected 
to denounce such a US itillltary action, most of them would privately be 
expected to take delight in any successful operation which would serve 
to embarrass the Iranian leadership.

Russo-Persian Treaty of Friendship as justification, we do not believe a 
limited US rescue operation of short duration would prompt a Soviet military 
move against Iran. Hoyrever,' Soviet military units along the Iranian border 
would probably go on in Increased state of readiness. Moscow would likely 
launch a vigorous propaganda campaign and diplomatic effort citing "US military 
aggression", not only to exploit the situation and cultivate the current 
Ir^ni^n regime, but. to divert world attention from Afghanistan. 

3.. ( T/HOrORM) There would not likely be a "Muslim" reaction per se. simply 
because there is no united Islamic movement. The possible exception might be 
a reaction from the Islamic Conference, an organization of states with large 
Muslim populations. The Conferenca.'inight meet and condemn the action. 
Strongly Muslim states, other than- those In the Middle East, such as Pakistan 
and some African states, would likely react negatively. Pakistan as well as 
Libya would condemn the action as excessive. President Zla of Pakistan has 
made It clear that he would support Iran If the US were to take military 
action, and there would be harsh rhetoric from Islamabad. If the operation 
were detected by the Pakistanis, there Is the possibility that they could 
react In time to launch aircraft against US forces. Other states with large 
Muslim populations would deplore the loss qf life In the rescue attempt, but 
we do not expect it to be a lasting phenomenon.^ Aside from the official 
reaction noted above, there would likely be demonstrations against the US on 
the part of Muslims in some states. Sudan and Libya are probable candidates 
for this type activity.

Subject: GOI Efforts to Transfer Control of Hostages 



K V fiTf i OrOR N ) President Banl-Sadr and his supporters on the Revolutionary 
Council are apparently continuing their efforts to arrange for transfer- 
ring control of the hostages from the militants to the Government of 
Iran (GOI). The militants are likely to veto any such arrangement, since 
control of the hostages is the basis for their current influence In 
Iranian politics. Without the hostages, the power of the militants 
would evaporate. In addition, militant control of the hostages continues 
to be an issue championed by Ayatollah Beheshtl and the radical clergy, 
providing them with an important political weapon in their power struggle 
With Banl-Sadr. Beheshtl and his supporters, including the militants, 
undoubtedly see the issue In a zero- sutji framework: transferring control 
of the hostages would be a plus for Banl-Sadr and therefore a minus for

It should be noted that the "peacetime rules" prob- 
aBTlities identified by tj^e analysts were selected to 
represent the "worst casfe'' to be expected by the planners, 
given the limitations o/ the analysis and the available 
data.

A pre-mission statistical 
analysis of the available data could have given the planners 
a better in-sight into the probabilities of successfully 
completing the mission. It could also have served to 
identify /the limitations of the analysis to predict, with 
any degree of confidence, those events such as combat 
losses, 'unforecast weather conditions or accident caused by 
aircrew error. This ^ight have caused the planners to 
re-evaluate mission requirements and request additional 
aircraft and crews.

In summary. Annex E is an objective evaluation of the

2. PART I SITUATION 

• A^^GEWERALt ON 4 NOVEMBER 1979 NEHBERS OF AN IRANIAN STUDENT GROUP 
SVARHED ON TO THE US EMBASSY COMPOUND IN TEHRAN. TOOK THE EMBASSY 
EMPLOYEES HOSTAGE AND STATED THEY WOULD HOLD THE EMPLOYEES HOSTAGE 
UNTIL THE USG RETURNED THE SHAH TO IRAN FOR TRIAL. THE TAKE OVER 
WAS ACCOMPLISHED WITHOUT BLOODSHED. APPROXIMATELY 62 AMCITS AND AN 
UNDETERMINED NUMBER OF IRANIAN AND 3RD COUNTRY CITIZENS WERE INITIALLY 
HELD. SHORTLY AFTER THE TAKE OVER THE IRANIAN PERSONNEL WERE 
RELEASED. ON 19 NOVEMBER THE "STUDENTS" BEGAN TO RELEASE SELECTED 
HOSTAGES, LARGELY NON-WHITE AMCIT MALES, AMCIT FEMALES AND 3RD 
COUNTRY NATIONALS. THE REMAINING AMERICAN HOSTAGES INCLUDE TWO WOMEN 
AND 48-50 MALES. THE "STUDENTS" REMAIN ADAMANT IN THEIR DEMANDS FOR 
THE RETURN OF THE SHAH AND WITH THE CONCURRENCE OF AYATOLLAH KHOMEINI 
AND THE IRAN GOVERNMENT (REVOLUTIONARY COUNCIL) HAVE REFUSED 
TO HONOR THE INJUNCTION OF THE WORLD COURT TO RELEASE THE HOSTAGES 
AND RETURN THE EMBASSY TO AMERICAN CONTROL. 

^ IN ADDITION BOTH THE GOVERNMENT AND THE "STUDENTS" HAVE STATED' THEY 
PLAN TO PUT THE REMAINING HOSTAGES ON TRIAL FOR ESPIONAGE. ALTHOUGH 
THE LABEL "STUDENTS" IS USED IN THE MEDIA AND IN THIS REPORT WHEN 
REFERRING TO THE PRINCIPAL CAPTIVES THE LABEL IS NOT CORRECT, THE 
"STUDENT CAPTIVE" FORCE CONSISTS OF A GROUP OF SENIOR MEDICAL, ENGIN- 
EERING AND RELIGIOUS STUDENTS BELONGING TO A MOJAHEDIN FACTIOS 
WHICH SUBSCRIBES TO A BLEND OF ISLAM AND MARXISM. SEVERAL LEFTIST 
INSTRUCTORS FROM TEHRAN TECHNICAL UNIVERSITY, MEMBERS OF THE TUDEH 
(COMMUNIST) PARTY MAY HAVE ALSO INFILTRATED THESE GROUPS. IN 
ADDITION. THE LEADERSHIP OF THE COLLECTIVE GROUP (WHICH IS CALLED A 
COMHITTEE) RECEIVES COUNSEL ON PROGAGANDA,' AND SECURITY MATTERS FROM 
PLO AND FEYADEEN ADVISORS^ THE SITUATION HAS NOW CRYSTALLIZED TO THE 
POINT THAT THE IRANIAN GOVERNMENT AS A POLITICAL ENTITY MUST BEAR
